2. It would not be propitious U* nut adrift either NOSTRIL or C- Hat this 

time. too much* ^ of course, baa never had an^ connection 

with C- Zi and is under the impression that NOSTRUMS contact is outside 
Jordan. Fortunately, two months ago, NOSTRIL was able to obtain a Job for 

H as a daily-rate laborer at approxliiiately $.70 Because Jobs 

are aixxicult to procure In Aman, individuals such as Hcaunot be too 

selectiye, particularly in view of his nationality. ^ ^^eedless to aay, 

could bar^y survii^ without our modest contribution. 

3 . For the record, O- _3 has never divulged to NOSTRIL that ^ H was 
rejeetad. Desolte his suspicions, he has only been told that there Is no need 

CT bervlces at this particular moment and that we are paying him 

the retaining lee until such time as it is decided h« is needed. Fear- 
ful that he did not measure to our requirements, 3 has written 

several letters ev p><ning his position and roasaujkng the J^ythical contact 
that bis sole aim in life is to take revenge against the Russians. NOSTRIL in 
the wx»iint-< mo continues to give us inforiDation on developments among the Circassians 
in !"»»•»> apri of the arrival of visitors who have a specific interest in their 
pro Hen. He has also submitted repij^rts on such items as the recent visit of 
ths Czech businessman to Amman (NJA^818}« 

4 . In view of the undesirability of terminating NOSTRIL or ^ J3 this time, 
it ia believed that, if Headquarters has no immediate plan of using either of 
the agerta in further REDSOX work, we could continue using NOSTRIL as a source 
of information on Circassian activity and also we suggest that he be used in 
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FSrCH voriu NOSTRIL la still in charge of distribution of the (Iden. A) 
bulletin in Jordan and could easily use that as a cover for anti>-Soviet work 
in two veyss 

a a He could arrange to have the (Idea* A) nontbly bulletin translated Into 
Arabic and distributed throughout the Kixtgdom. Although the bulletin 
itself is probably too lengthy to attract the general reader in Jordan, 
It is believed that three or four artiolea of apeoial Interest oould be 
extraoted, translated, and distributed under NOSTRIL'S supervision and 
with attritution to t^ (Iden* A) group* 

b* NOSTRIL could alec be used to plant anti-Soviet articlea— particulBrlj 
articles calling attention to the persecutioiL of Soviet Moslens— in the 
local press* It would probably ojost us approxlaataly |$*00 for 
article Inserted in the local ^ss (l.e*, to cover a payment fr<» 
NOSTRIL to the editor Involved}* N0S1RIL has actually arranged to have 
(Iden* A) articles inserted in the press in the past and a continuation 
of this practice on our behalf would attract little attention* 

In our opinion the above could be executed without NOStRlL's realising that 
the program is in any way connected with the people who processed NOSTRIL/l 
in Europe*
